the Gate caufed him to be feiz’d and confined in 
s Watch-houfe; upon which the reft of thofe 
bung Fellows took rhe Opportunity to goand f{pread 
be Alarm among the other Colleges. Their Comrades 
yught they were oblig’d in Honour to fee the Prifoner 
at Liberty, and for this End they repair'd to the 
pot, being no lefs than 2000 of them, Mafters and 
olars, efpecially thofe of the Marine College, and 
n’d with every Weapon they thought proper either 
attacking or defending. Upon the Watchmen’s 
efufal to releafe the Scholar, they went to work 
ith an Ax to break the Door of the Watch- 
bufe open, and had a€tually made a great Hole in 
when the Watchmen, by the Advice of the Cap- 
in, or Surveyor General, difcharg’d their Fire- 
ms upon them, by which 4 Schelars were kill’d, 
3 many others wounded. ‘This made the Scholars 
furious, that, without fuffering the Dead to be

carried off, they continued to attack the Watchoufe 
till four o’Clock next Morning. The Governor of 
the City, the Parliament, the Police, and a great 
many Perfons in Authority, did their utmoft to pa-

We have ffill melancholy News of the Scarcity of 
Provifions in feveral Provinces of the Kingdom, 
where the Mifery is very great, and the Occalion of 
Sickneffes among the Country People. A Letter 
from Tours affirms, that there are fome Places in 
Touraine where the Peafants are obliged to live only 
upon Bran. Several Prelates have given great Alms 
in Compaffion to the miferable State which their 
Diocefans are reduced te by the Scarcity and Dear- 
nefs of Provifions. The Cardinal de Gefvres, here- 
tofore Archbifhop of Bourges, has {cnt 25,000 
Crowns thither to be diftributed among the Poor. 
The Cardinal de Rohan, has order’d the Revenues 
of his Abbey of Chaifé Dieu to be employ’d to the 
fame Purpofe. 

A Letter is handed about here from a General 
Officer in the Service of the King of Spain, in which 
there is the following Bravado. ‘ Our Forces were 
‘never in a better Condition than they are now. 
© We have on Foot 150,000 Men, and a Number 
* of Men of War well arm'd and well rigg’d. His 
‘ Majefty, by his Acceffion to the Vienna Treaty, 
‘has now remov'd feveral effential Difficulties; fo 
‘that we might promife ourfelves Succeis if we 
* had any thing confiderable to undertake, &c.’ 

Liege, May 2. O.S. Four Days ago one of the 
Ringleaders of the late Riot here was hang’d; and 
feveral others are fled from Juftice. Mean time all
